Eichmann’s EiiansHcrcd Question 


The appeal of Adolf Eidimann from his 


conviction on 13 counts of war crime comes 


before the Supreme Court of Israel 
this 


week. 


‘T had the misfortune to have been in­ 
volved in these horrors,” declared Eichmann 
in a final statement of the long trial that 
started last April and dragged on 
until 
mid-August. “ But these m isde«is were com­ 
mitted against my will.” 


Tn his apneal he is expected to strengthen 
his assertion that the “ horrors” actually 
were carried on against his w'ill; that he 
actually did try to avert them with the few 
small resources at his command. 
The argument of the prosecution is that 
every train carrying 1,000 condemned Jews 
to an extermination camp amounted to di­ 
rect participation by Eichmann in 1,000 acts 
of premeditated murder. 
Eichmann’s defense is that he was obeying 
the orders of his government and the pen­ 
alty for disobedience was death. It is the 


same defense that w-ould have been used by 
Americans, for example, if Japan had won 
World War II and tried American “ war 
criminals” for the nuclear bombing of Hiro­ 
shima and Nagasaki, 
The man was obeying orders. He was not, 
him.self, a policy-maker. He only “ worked 
there,” as the saying is among people who 
have had to do things they disliked in order 
to hold a job. He “ had his orders.” 
Eichmann as a symbol of German brutal­ 
ity had to be convicted 
His appeal will 
have to be denic?d He deserves the hang­ 
man’s noose that waits for him when his 
time in court has run out. Rut when he 
dies, the question he has asked will still be 
unanswered! 
What other choice did Eichmann have 
than to be an assistant executioner at a time 
w’hen the head executioner was Hitler the 
fuehrer—-the peerless leader of the German 
people? He was doing his patriotic duty ac­ 
cording to the reigning political party in 
Germany. 


The Assiimplioii Is Sensitive 


Everything that citizens of 
the 
United 
States believe to be true about citizens of 
other countries is colored by what they be­ 
lieve to be true about themselves. 
This has been a heavy handicap in inter­ 
national relations. At the moment it is a 
heavy handicap in relations with Argentina, 
which is in the process of setting aside the 
results of an election in which followers of 
Juan Peron, deposed dictator of Argentina, 
picked up the marbles. 
This would be unthinkable in the United 
States, w'here popular decisions are irrev­ 
ocable. unless neutralized by subsequent de­ 
cisions reached by vote—never by decree. 
But in the United States voting is such a 
routine process that even in the most con­ 
troversial issues the outcome of the vote is 
conclusive by tradition. 
Opponents shake hands and w'ish each 
other well when an election is over in the 
United States, where representative govern­ 
ment is taken for granted and nothing is so 
sacred as a popular decision. 
But in Argentina and in most Latin Amer- 


ican countries representative government is 
not taken for granted. It is still half-ex­ 
perimental. It is still in the early .stage of 
the kind of political evolution that makes it 
possible for government to survive in Britain 
by tradition alone in a pinch. The consent 
of the governed and the grace, forbearance 
and costesy of the governors provide as­ 
surance that eveything will be all right. 
None of these things can be said about 
Argentina, where the shadow of Peron and 
his charming Evuta still looms larger than 
any of the political personalities who now 
fill the scene. The real political power in 
Argentina is not in the people but in the 
arm y, as it is in most Latin American 
countries, and the arm y wants no repetition 
of the Peron years, w'hen it w as secondary 
to his political power. 
The United States is not in a good posi­ 
tion to judge President Arturo Frondizi and 
his 
dangerously unbalanced nation. Cer­ 
tainly what is being done there is not what 
would be done in the United States, which 
proves nothing about Argentina. 


A New Algerian War 


The question now is whether an Algerian 
W'ar that dragged on for 7% years has been 
brought to a conclusion so another war that 
may go on much longer than that can get 
under way. 
Irreconcilables who had promised to spoil 
the effect of any negotiated peace between 
France and the Algerian Moslems were nev­ 
er suspected of bluffing. It was conceded 
they would do the be.st they could to spoil 
peace, and it wa.s conceded that this might 
be decisive. 
If white Algerians and Frenchmen who are 
pledged to keep Algeria out of the hands of 
the Moslems, want a fight to the death they 
get it. It would be a strange war. 
France would waver between the two sides 
and be forced to help both. Although Pre.si- 
dent De Gaulle can show overwhelming sup­ 
port for a truce with Algerian Moslems, he 


has no guarantee that the peace plan to follow 
the truce cannot be thwarted by the irrecon- 
cilables who want it to fail. 
Wlien De Gaulle dies, moreover, the issue 
well may be reopened. 
There is no real likelihood of peace in 
Algeria. 
There is every likelihood of fighting that 
will remind historians of the savage holy 
wans of former centuries. 
The irreconcilables who are determined to 
keep Algerian Moslems from dominating a 
country in which they are the overwhelming 
majority are entirely capable of killing tens 
of thousands to prove their point — that 
France and Frenchmen cannot be forced out 
of .Mgeria by peacemakers. 
They will kill eveiy Algerian and die them­ 
selves to prove their point, they say—and 
no one doubts that they mean it.

^^'hlle the Ohio State Board of Education 
is studying the problem of how to teach 
pupils about communism without getting 
into trouble with people who think ignor­ 
ance of the subject would be bliss, the 
Committee for Economic Development is 
talking about teaching economics. 
This is interesting to us because we had 
raised the question of who’s going to teach 
what about communism when so far in 
this country we’ve never been able to teach 
children about capitalism. The CED, a pri­ 
vate research organization of businessmen, 
speaks of 
the result as 
“ economic 
il­ 
literacy.” 
Ignorance of commumsm. w'e suppose, 
would have to be called “ Ideological il­ 
literacy.” Then there is “ political illiter­ 
acy,” which to our mind is more serious 
than either of the other two. 


THIS IS 
THE kind of 
illiteracj’ 
that 
causes so many Americans to babble on 
endlessly about things that aren’t true now 
and never 
were true — 
about “ rights” 
they have that they never had and never 
can expect to have — about “ guarantees” 
that never were made — and abw t “ de­ 
mocracy” when what they actually live un­ 
der is a republic. 
The effect of 
these misconceptions and 
areas of ignorance is to make many .\men- 
cans grow up being for and against ideas, 
practices and ideals that never existed. It 
is to make them stumble through a never- 
never land, a dream world, a land of fan­ 
tasy continuously shocking and alarming to 
them because they are unprepared for the 
realities they encounter. 
As far as their political knowledge is 
concerned, the void was to have been filled 
in public schools by the study of civics, 
in most instances a deadly dull subject 
based on bad textbooks and taught by men 
and women with no personal knowledge of 
the subject. 
The fact is that if the school authorities 
want to see what instruction in commun­ 
ism is likely to become they should at­ 
tend a few classes in civics, to know what 
is bound to happen when poor texts and 
poor teachers are added to one another. 


BT CAN DOUBT that instruction in cap­ 
italism — or economics — would come off 
much better. Subjects like these are not 
adapted to pedagogy, which is systematized 
learning.

Mushroom hunters head for the woods In 
springtime to search for the succulent morel 
and other fungus treats. 
Morels are favorites among the elite of 
edible fungi, the National GeograjAic Sod- 
ety says. A veteran mycophile. or mushroom 
lover, described the sponge-headed morel as 
“ crisp, savors’, and enticing, one of nature’s 
superior delicacies.” 
Unfortunately, the morel cannot be cul­ 
tivated. It grows only in the wild. In fact, 
just one mushroom is grown commercially in 
the United States, the meadow mushroom. 
Knowledgeable mushroom hunters, howev­ 
er, can easily find many edible varieties 
among the 2 000 species. They come in as­ 
sorted flavors — peppery, bitter and nutty. 
Some species exude an aroma of ripe apri­ 
cots and anise. One genus, Lactarius. pro­ 
duces a sa\t>ry juice that may be milky 
white, blue, or orange. 
Botanists warn budding, gourmets to e a t 
only mushrooms they are absolutely sure are 
not poisonous. The distinction betw’een mush­ 
rooms and toadstools is scientifically mean­ 
ingless. though in popular usage the term 
“ toadstool” often designates a poisonous 
variety. Actually, poisonous and edible spe­ 
cies may be closely related. 
Some mildly toxic mushrooms cause hal­ 
lucinations. The Aztecs and other e a r l y 
Mexican Indians ate a sacred mushroom that 
produced fanta.stic visions. Some Indians in 
remote areas still eat the fungus in mystic 
ceremonies.

Presideni Kennedy m ay be total­ 
ly unaware of it. but he is l>eing 
regularly misquoted m the steno­ 
graphic transcnps of h i s news 
conferences 
as 
issued 
at

On Feb 
21 
th e 
Vt' h i t e 
H o u s e 
tran­ 
script 
quotes 
President Ken­ 
nedy as saying 
one thing, but 
9 tape record­ 
ing shows that David Lawrence 
he said something quite different. 
In the transcript given out at the 
White House, the President is re­ 
ported to have said; 
“ I am hopeful that the Soviet 
Union and ourselves will be able, 
as I said from the beginning, to 
reach 
an 
accommodation (be­ 
cause) obviously, an interference 
with these kinds of rights or 
rights which may be in the auto­ 
bahn. all of these things carry 
with them hazards which none of 
us should welcome if we look at 
to the possible end of the road. 
“ So I would not make any judg­ 
ment. I am merely hopeful that 
it will be possible for them 
to 
do this:” 
WTiat the President actually said 
in the last sentence was that he 
hoped it will be possible “ for 
them to desist.” Also, the word 
“ because” 
appearing 
above 
in 
parantheses was omitted from the 
WTiite House transcript, though 
clearly recorded on the tape. 
In the same conference, the 
President, acconiing to the tran­ 
script, made the following com­ 
ment 
about 
his 
brother's trip 
abroad: 
“ I think the attorney general 
attempted to communicate that, 
but of course, he is one voice. 
But he is attempting, as you know, 
to spread the light of the candle 
of the Christian doctrine.” 
The tape, however, reveals the 
President as actually having said 
that “ it’s better to light a candle 
than curse the darkness.” There 
was no mention of 
“ (linstian 
doctrine.” 
In the official transcript of the 
March 7 news conference at the 
White House corrections have to 
be made on nearly every page 
to conform to the tape recording. 
On March 14. moreover, in re­ 
plying to a question about his 
trip to Mexico, the President said: 
“ Die tnp is on.” But this part of 
his answer—recorded on tape— 
was omitted from the White House 
transcript. 
The President, in discussing the 
nuclear test problem, is quoted in 
the same transcript as follows: 
“ And the third point is that if 
the position of the United States 
as it IS we would prefer to se­ 
cure a test ban treaty.” 


D IE T.APE recording shows the 
President actually said: 
“ And the thind point is that 
the position of the United States 
says as it is: We would prefer 
to secure a test ban treaty.” 
These mistakes have been ap­ 
pearing in the press conference 
transcripts for more than a year 
now. and there is today no ac­ 
curate record of what the Presi­ 
dent says except through tapes. 
Occasionally 
s o m e 
significant 
omissions or mistakes arc caught 


by reporiers and several hours 
aher the press conference correc­ 
tions are made by the White 
House but in m any instances the 
errors go uncorrected. 
The reason for all this is that, 
despite the wide u.se of recorders, 
the admimstraiion relies on old 
fashioned methods of sténograph­ 
ié reporting 
if these trar.scripts 
are really to become o f f i c i a l , 
they should at !ea.st be checked 
against a tape recording. 
Tape m a c h i n e s are used in 
many newspaper offices to record 
what goes out over the air Often 
however, broadcas’ung companies 
do n(K have lime to carry the 
entire press conference and some 
sections may be omitted in order 
to squeeze the broadcast into a 
half hour on the air. 
When this occurs, there is no 
way that newspapers or magazines 
across the country’ can immedi­ 
ately check the complete tran­ 
script for accuracy. For they can­ 
not place their own recorders m 
the conference room 


THERE IS a quotation in the 
official transcnpi of a recent press 
conference which happens to be 
borne out generally by the tape, 
but it IS an answer that Karl 
Sandburg—the noted biographer of 
Lincoln—should read carefully. It 
was he who five months ago com­ 
pared the Kennedy “ style” to that 
of "Jefferson, Lincoln, Wilson and 
the two Roosevelts.” and accused 
Dwight Eisenhower of being “ the 
most ungrammatical president we 
have ever had.” The same kind 
of trouble with syntax is evident 
now 
in 
the 
Kennedy 
press 
conferences. 
Thus, a reporter at the March 
14 conference commented t h a t 
voters in the last presidential 
campaign had expected jobs after 
they heard 
about "getting the 
country moving again.” 
Recently, added the reporter, 
states like Ohio, Michigan and 
Pennsylvania have been complain­ 
ing that .some of their defense 
contracts have been going else­ 
where. 
Here is President Kennedy’s re­ 
ply as recorded on tape: 
“ No, I would have to—in my 
opinion, we’ve been—I don’t think 
that in any of those three cases, 
even though this matter of con­ 
tracts is a matter of continuing 
concern, defense contracts, and 
we’ve got a particularly difficult 
problem in Detroit—and which has 
been the subject of a recent dis­ 
cussion—I don’t think that the 
contracts in any of those three 
states, and I would have to check 
it, are less than they w’ere before.” 


MAYBE MR SANDBURG now 
will apologize to Mr Eisenhower. 
The real solution to the wèole 
problem is to give a president's 
staff time to check with a tape 
recording before issuing an official 
transcript 
It is more important to the coun­ 
try and to future historians that 
a president be quoted accurately 
on the record than it is for news­ 
paper coverage of a press con­ 
ference to be speeded up by a few 
hours. 
Immediate new’s reports 
written in indirect discourse—a 
custom under some previous ad­ 
ministrations—could be used dur­ 
ing the intervening hours.

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Eichmann’s Unanswered Question 


The appeal of Adolf Eichmann from his 


conviction on 13 counts of war crime comes 


before the Supreme Court of Israel 
this 


week. 


"I had the misfortune to have been in­ 
volved in these horrors,” declared Eichmann 
in a final statement of the long trial that 
started last April and dragged on 
until 
mid-August. ‘‘But these misdeeds w-ere com­ 
mitted against my will.” 


In his apneal he is expected to strengthen 
his assertion that the “horrors” actually 
were carried on against his will; that he 
actually did try to avert them with the few 
small resources at his command. 
The argument of the prosecution is that 
every train carrying 1,000 condemned Jews 
to an extermination camp amounted to di­ 
rect participation by Eichmann in I OOO acts 
of premeditated murder. 
Eichmann’s defense is that he was obeying 
the orders of his government and the pen­ 
alty for disobedience was death. It is the 


same defense that would have been used by 
Americans, for example, if Japan had won 
World War II and tried American “war 
criminals” for the nuclear bombing of Hiro­ 
shima and Nagasaki. 
The man was obeying orders He was not 
himself, a policy-maker. He only “worked 
there,” as the saying is among p eo p le who 
have had to do things they disliked in order 
to hold a job He “had his orders ” 
Eichmann as a symbol of German brutal­ 
ity had to be convicted 
His appeal will 
have to be denied He deserves the hang­ 
m an’s noose that waits for him when his 
time in court has run out. Rut when he 
dies, the question he has asked will still be 
unanswered: 
What other choice did Eichmann have 
than to be an assistant executioner at a time 
when the head executioner was Hitler the 
fuehrer—the peerless leader of the German 
people? He was doing his patriotic duty ac­ 
cording to the reigning political party in 
Germany. 


The Assumption Is Sensitive 


Everything that citizens of 
the 
United 
States believe to be true about citizens of 
other countries is colored by what they be­ 
lieve to he true about themselves. 
This has been a heavy handicap in inter­ 
national relations. At the moment it is a 
heavy handicap in relations with Argentina, 
which is in the process of setting aside the 
results of an election in which followers of 
Juan Peron. deposed dictator of Argentina, 
picked up the marbles. 
This would be unthinkable in the United 
States, where popular decisions are irrev­ 
ocable. unless neutralized by subsequent de­ 
cisions reached by vote—never bv decree. 
But in the United States voting is such a 
routine process that even in the most con­ 
troversial issues the outcome of the vote is 
conclusive by tradition. 
Opponents shake hands and w’ish each 
other well when an election is over in the 
United States, where representative govern­ 
ment is taken for granted and nothing is so 
sacred as a popular decision. 
But in Argentina and in most Latin Amer­ 


ican countries representative government is 
not taken for granted. It is still half-ex­ 
perimental. It is still in the early stage of 
the kind of political evolution that mnkes it 
possible for government to survive in Britain 
by tradition alone in a pinch. The consent 
of the governed and the grace, forbearance 
and costesv of the governors provide as­ 
surance that evevthing will be all right. 
None of these things can be said about 
Argentina, where the shadow of Peron and 
his charming Evita still looms larger than 
any of the political personalities who now 
fill the scene. The real political power in 
Argentina is not in the people but in the 
army. as it is in most Latin American 
countries, and the army wants no repetition 
of the Peron years, when it was secondary 
to his political power. 
The United .States is not in a good posi­ 
tion to judge President Arturo Frondizi and 
his dangerously unbalanced nation 
Cer­ 
tainly what is being done there is not what 
would be done in the United States, which 
proves nothing about Argentina.

A New Algerian War 


The question now is whether an Algerian 
war that dragged on for 7% years has been 
brought to a conclusion so another war that 
may go on much longer than that can get 
under way. 
TrreconciJables who had promised to spoil 
the effect of any negotiated peace between 
France and the Algerian Moslems were nev­ 
er suspected of bluffing. It was conceded 
they would do the best they could to spoil 
peace, and it was conceded that this might 
be decisive. 
If white Algerians and Frenchmen who are 
pledged to keep Algeria out of the hands of 
the Moslems, want a fight to the death they 
get it. It would be a strange war. 
France would waver between the two sides 
and be forced to help both. Although Presi­ 
dent De Gaulle can show overwhelming sup­ 
port for a truce with Algerian Moslems, he 


has no guarantee that the peace plan to follow 
the truce cannot be thwarted by the irrecon- 
cilables who want it to fail. 
When De Gaulle dies, moreover, the issue 
well may be reopened. 
There is no real likelihood of peace in 
Algeria. 
There is every likelihood of fighting that 
will remind historians of the savage holy 
wars of former centuries. 
The irreconcilables who are determined to 
keep Algerian Moslems from dominating a 
country in which they are the overwhelming 
majority are entirely capable of killing tens 
of thousands to prove their point — that 
France and Frenchmen cannot be forced out 
of Algeria by peacemakers. 
They will kill even' Algerian and die them­ 
selves to prove their point, they say—and 
no one doubts that they mean it. 


Sion I |> For Factualism 


While the Ohio State Board of Education 
is studying the problem of how to teach 
pupils about 
communism without getting 
into trouble with people who think ignor­ 
ance of the subject would be bliss, the 
Committee for Economic Development is 
talking about teaching economics. 
This is interesting to us because we had 
raised the question of who’s going to teach 
what about communism when so far in 
this country we’ve never been able to teach 
children about capitalism. The CED, a pri­ 
vate research organization of businessmen, 
speaks 
of the 
result as 
“economic 
il­ 
literacy." 
Ignorance of communism, we suppose, 
would have to be called “ Ideological il­ 
literacy.” Then there is “political illiter­ 
acy," which to our mind is more serious 
than either of the other two. 


THIS IS 
THE kind of 
illiteracy’ 
that 
causes so many Americans to babble on 
endlessly about things that aren’t true now 
and never were true — 
about “ rights” 
they have that they never had and never 
can expect to have — about “guarantees” 
that never 
were made — 
and afxxit “de­ 
mocracy" when what they actually live un­ 
der is a republic. 
The effect of these misconceptions and 
areas of ignorance is to make many Ameri­ 
cans grow up being for and against ideas, 
practices and ideals that never existed. It 
is to make them stumble through a never- 
never land, a dream world, a land of fan­ 
tasy continuously shocking and alarming to 
them because they are unprepared for the 
realities they encounter 
As far as their political knowledge is 
concerned, the void was to have been filled 
in public schools by the study of civics, 
in most instances a deadly dull subject 
based on bad textbooks and taught by men 
and women with no personal knowledge of 
the subject. 
The fact is that if the school authorities 
want to see what instruction in commun­ 
ism is likely to become they should at­ 
tend a few classes in civics, to know what 
is bound to happen when poor texts and 
poor teachers are added to one another. 


WE CAN DOUBT that instruction in cap­ 
italism — or economics — would come off 
much better. Subjects like these are not 
adapted to pedagogy, which is systematized 
learning 


K 


To be taught with any effect these sub­ 
jects must be taught at advanced levels 
of learning where teachers have something 
to say and pupils are presumed to be cap­ 
able of listening to their viewpoints. 


Maybe what everybody should be push­ 
ing for at the lower levels of education 
is a course in factualism — a bird’s-eye 
view of things as they are in America 


Mushroom Hunters 


Mushroom hunters head for the woods In 
springtime to search for the succulent morel 
and other fungus treats. 
Morels are favorites among the elite of 
edible fungi, the National Geographic Soci­ 
ety says. A veteran mycophile. or mushroom 
lover, described the sponge-headed morel as 
“ crisp, savors’, and enticing, one of nature’s 
superior delicacies." 
Unfortunately, the morel cannot be cul­ 
tivated, It grows only in the wild. In fact, 
just one mushroom is grown commercially in 
the United States, the meadow mushroom. 
Knowledgeable mushroom hunters, howev­ 
er. can easily find many edible varieties 
among the 2 OOO species. They come in as­ 
sorted flavors — peppery, bitter and nutty. 
Some species exude an aroma of ripe apri­ 
cots and anise. One genus, l^actarius, pro­ 
duces a savory juice that may be milky 
white, blue, or orange. 
Botanists warn budding, gourmets to e a t 
only mushrooms they are absolutely sure are 
not poisonous. The distinction between mush­ 
rooms and toadstools is scientifically mean­ 
ingless, though in popular usage the term 
“toadstool” often designates 
a poisonous 
variety. Actually, poisonous and edible spe­ 
cies may be closely related. 
Some mildly toxic mushrooms cause hal­ 
lucinations. The Aztecs and other e a r l y 
Mexican Indians ate a sacred mushroom that 
produced fantastic visions. Some Indians in 
remote areas still eat the fungus in mystic 
ceremonies.

A local 
Chamber of Commerce executive 
is up the ramp with a pack of 
envelopes. Each contains the key 
to a hotel room and instructions 
on where, when and w'ho will be 
speaking to whom This general­ 
ly is about 6 30 in the evening.

with these kinds of rights or 
rights which may be in the auto­ 
bahn, all of these things carry 
with them hazards which none of 
us should welcome if we look at 
to the possible end of the road. 
“So I would not make any judg­ 
ment. I am merely hopeful that 
it will be possible for them to 
do this:” 
What the President actually said 
in the last sentence was that he 
hoped it will be possible “for 
them to desist.” Also, the word

In the same conference, the 
President, according to the tran­ 
script, made the following com­

to spread the light of the candle 
of the Christian doctrine.” 
The tape, however, reveals the 
President as actually having said

mention of 
“Christian 
doctrine.” 
In the official transcript of the 
March 7 news conference at the 
White House corrections have to 
be made on nearly every page 
to conform to the tape recording. 
On March 14. moreover, in re­ 
plying to a question about his 
trip to Mexico, the President said 
“TTie trip is on.” But this part of 
his answer—recorded on tape— 
was omitted from the White House 
transcript. 
The President, in discussing the 
nuclear test problem, is quoted in 
the same transcript as follows: 
“And the third point is that if 
the position of the United States 
as it is we would prefer to se­ 
cure a test ban treaty." 


THE TAPE recording shows the 
President actually said: 
“And the third point is that 
the position of the United States 
says as it is: We would prefer 
to secure a test ban treaty.” 
These mistakes have been ap­ 
pearing in the press conference 
transcripts for more than a year 
now. and there is today no ac­ 
curate record of what the Presi­ 
dent says except through tapes 
Occasionally 
s o m e 
significant 
omissions or mistakes arc caught 


bv reporters and several houri 
after the press conference correc­ 
tions are made by 
the White 
House but in many instances the 
errors go uncorrected 
The reason for all this is that, 
despite the wide use of recorders, 
the administration relies on old 
fashioned methods of stenograph­ 
ic reporting If these transcripts 
are really to become o f f i c i a l , 
they should at least be checked 
against a tape recording. 
Tape m a c h i n e s are used in 


m a n y newspaper offices to record 
what goes out over the air. Often, 
however, broadcasting companies 
do not have time to carry the 
entire press conference and some 
sections may be omitted in order 
to squeeze the broadcast into a 
half hour on the air. 
When this occurs, there is no 
way that new spapers or magazines 
across the country can immedi­ 
ately check the complete tran­ 
script for accuracy. For they can­ 
not place their own recorders in 
the conference room 


THERE IS a quotation in the 
official transcript of a recent press 
conference which happens to be 
borne out generally by the tape 
but it is an answer that Karl 
Sandburg—the noted biographer of 
Lincoln—should read carefully. It 
was he who five months ago com­ 
pared the Kennedy “style” to that 
of “Jefferson, Lincoln. Wilson and 
the two Roosevelts.” and accused 
Dwight Eisenhower of being “ the 
most ungrammatical president we 
have ever had.” The same kind 
of trouble with syntax is evident 
now 
in 
the 
Kennedy 
press 
conferences. 
Thus, a reporter at the March 
14 conference commented t h a t 
voters in the last presidential 
campaign had expected jobs after 
they heard 
about “getting the 
country' moving again.” 
Recently, added the reporter 
states like Ohio. Michigan and 
Pennsylvania have been complain­ 
ing that some of their defense 
contracts have been going else­ 
where. 
Here is President Kennedy’s re­ 
ply as recorded on tape: 
“No, I would have to—in my 
opinion, we’ve been—I don’t think 
that in any of those three cases, 
even though this matter of con­ 
tracts is a m atter of continuing 
concern, defense contracts, and 
we’ve got a particularly difficult 
problem in Detroit—and which has 
been the subject of a recent dis­ 
cussion—I don’t think that the 
contracts in any of those three 
states, and I would have to check 
it, are less than they were lief ore.” 


MAYBE MR SANDBURG now 
will apologize to Mr Eisenhower 
Tho real solution to the whole 
problem is to give a president’s 
staff time to check with a tape 
recording before issuing an official 
transcript. 
It is more important to the coun­ 
try and to future historians that 
a president be quoted accurately 
on the record than it is for news­ 
paper coverage of a press con­ 
ference to bi' speeded up by a few 
hours. 
Immediate news reports 
written in indirect discourse—a 
custom under some previous ad­ 
ministrations—could be used dur­ 
ing the intervening hours.

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Lower Gives 
Tips To Fight 
Plant Disease 


LISBON — Backyard gardeners 
should be prepared with the ne­ 
cessary chemicals or control of; 
v a r i o u s insects and diseases 
w h e t h e r growing ornamentals, 
fruits or vegetables, County Farm 
Agent Floyd Lower said today. 
Control of certain insects and 
diseases depends upon early appli­ 
cation, Lower emphasized. 
Gardeners 
who 
have 
h a d 
trouble in controlling certain in­ 
sects and diseases can get infor­ 
mation at the extension office. 
The general purpose spray con 
justing of malathion, methoxychlor 
and captan or berbam controls 
most insects and diseases. How 
ever, there are a few cases where 
other chemicals must be used for 
effective results. 
For example, dormant oil should 
be used for control of apple scab 
and red mite eggs. Lead arsen 
ate is more effective for control 
of apple maggot. 
DDT is used for control of on 
en ta I fruit moth on peaches and 
certain sucking insects that dam 
age peaches. DDT or PDB in oil 
is used for peach tree borer. 
Chlordane or other soil insecti 
cides control grubs where straw 
berries are planted. DDT or sevin 
is the best control for Japanese 
beetle adults. For a serious in­ 
festation of adult mites on fruit, 
flowers, trees or shrubs, kelthane 
is recommended. 
DDT or sevin is used for con­ 
trol of European com borer and 
ear worm in sweet com. 
Gardeners growing fruits an d 
vegetables should apply the ne­ 
cessary chemicals early and at 
stated intervals throughout t h e 
season. However, use of chemicals 
on ornamentals is not recommend­ 
ed until evidence of damage is 
seen unless serious damage oc­ 
curred in the previous year. Low­ 
er said.
